FUNNY BUSINESS 
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One night, approximately 20 years 
ago, it suddenly became quiet at the 
Sharkey-Maloney fight in the Yan- 
kee Stadium. 


The crowd of 40,000 straw-hatted 
men and short-skirted women stood 
up and prayed. 

The man they were praying for 
was the same man about whom the 
New York Times had 10,000 anxious 
telephone calls in 11 hours. He was 
the same man 30,000 Frenchmen 
stood waiting for the next night near 
Paris, 

Finally, among the Frenchmen 
studying the sky, someone heard a 
motor. Someone fired rocket flares. 
And 500 feet up, the glare revealed 
the frail fuselage of the “Spirit of 
St. Louis.” 


Very soon, millions of thrilled 
‘people were repeating the salient 
facts of Charles Augustus Lind- 


bergh’s solo flight across the Atlan- 
tic. He was the first to make it alone 
and did it in .33 hours, 29 minutes. 
He won a $25,000 prize while his 
rivals waited in ‘New York for 
better weather. 


Holds Fame as Pioneer 


Much has happened in the air 
since then to obscure the importance 
of. Lindbergh's flight. Today com- 
mercial airliners regularly make the 
same trip in 12 hours. But it is 
doubtful whether any hero since 
then has captured the inmgination of 
the world by a single act the way the 


slim, tall “Lone Eagle” did it 20 
years ago. 
Historians agree the sensation 


Lindbergh made resulted from a 
combination of the darin gact itself 
and-the mood of the twenties, a 
time of many heroes of varying 
talents and virtues. 

It was a time in the country of a 
soaring big bull market, jazz, rac- 
coon coats, the Charleston and pro- 
hibition. 

There were flagpole sitters, mara- 
thon dancers, cross-Country walking 
races, channel swimmers, the Sacco- 
Vanzetti executions and college bo- 
hemians. 

It was the'time of the great cham- 
pions—Babe Ruth hit 60 home runs 
that year, Gene Tunney, Ked Grange, 
Bobby Jones, and Tommy Hitchcock 
ruled their respective roosts. 


Took Off in Heavy Mist 


Charles A. Lindbergh was 25 then, 
a.chief mail pilot and a Captain in 
the. Air Corps Reserve. He entered 
the competition for the $25,000 
trans-Atlantic prize and went out 
to a San Diego factory to get his 
plane. 

He flew it to St Louis and then to 
Roosevelt Field, Long Island, on 
May 12. The cross-country trip was 
made in 21 hours and 20 minutes, a 
record for_its day. 

At 7.52, Friday morning, May 20, 
Lindbergh took off for Paris in a 
heavy mist. His plane had a wing 
spread of 45 feet, a fusclage 28 fect 
long, and a maximum speed of 123 
miles an hour, 


The lone flier had no radio and 
all he took with him were two sand- 
wiches, two canteens of water, two 
chocolate bars, two flashlights, four 
red flares, one air raft with pump, 
five cans of army emergency rati- 
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ons, two air cushions and one hack 
saw blade, 
Bulletins Along Route 

Up along the Atlantic Coast, he 
flew in fog and rain and before 
morning, out over thé™Atlantic, his 
ship was coated with slect. By mid- 
day Saturday he was flying over Ire- 
land, and the bulletins were flashed 
on movie screens Sack home. Then 
came the Normandy coast and in the 
darkness he was guided by beacons 
along the London-Paris air route, 
the searchlight on the Mt. Valerian 
fortress and finally by the lights of 
the Eiffel Tower and the flares at Le 
Bourget airfield. _ 

Then came the receptions: decora- 
tions and kisses from tne President 
of France, the shouts of hundreds of 
thousands in the strects of Paris, 
Brussels and London and _ formal 
welcomes by the kings of Belgium 
and England. 

President Coolidge sent the cruis- 
er Memphis to brisg th¢ hero and 
his plane home. Near the Virginia 
Capes, the Mémphis was joined. by 
four more cruisers, six’ destroyers 
and a flotilla 6f planes. 

The flier and his mother rode in 
triumph through Washington. Then 
came New York. Millions lined the 
streets and hung out windows, toss- 
ing down more than 1,800 tons of 
confetti, The city spent $71,000 on 
the reception. 

Twenty years after his famous 
fight to Paris, Charles A. Lingbergh 
is living quietly in+Connecticut. 

He serves ocessionally as an en- 
gineering consvltant to several air- 
craft and airline firms. 5

Golden Text—The fear of the 
Lord prolongeth days; but the years 
of the wicked shall be shortened.— 
Proverts 10:27. 


\. The Northern Kingdom had fall- 
en before the hosts of Assyria, and 
its people, carried off into exile or 
dispersed, had become “the Lost Ten 
Tribes” of history. The Kingdom of 
Judah, or Southern Kingdom, lasted 
another 136 years, but it.soon met 
its downfall and the exile of its 
ptople to Babylon. From that defeat 
and exile, however, there was to be 
a glorious return and a rebuilding 
of Jerusalem. 

Two things must be borne firmly 
in mind if we are to understand 
those times. 

Such lessons are particularly ap- 
propriate for the United States and 
Canada, for these derhocracies face 
new and “unforeseen responsibilities 
and dangers in their relation to the 
rest of the world. 

The two things to remember about 

Israel's situation are that the pro- 
phets of the time were more im- 
portant than the kings and that Is- 
rael, too, had lost any isolation” it 
might have had. 
« A small tribal group, in the era 
before rulers and émpires, had set 
out for world conquest and had now 
become a kingdom situates between 
great contending powers. It was al- 
ways, therefore, in physical danger 
and in the additional danger of al- 
lying itself with’ one against the 
other and of the consequences of 
making a wrong choice. 

It was under these circumstances 
that the prophets urged against 
entangling alliances and appealed 
for a high integrity in Israel itself. 
The prophets could not alter Israel's 
physical situation any more than we 
can alter our “one world” situation 
today. 

It is quite possible that even a 


might not have spared Israel a fate 
of martyrdom. But- what a differ- 
ent fate it would have been from 
going down in weakness and sin! 
What is more to the point, 
only real hope of Israel’s safety and 
contribution to the nations lay in the 
preservation of her integrity, Inter- 


intrigues and entanglements, and 
wise diplomacy would have been her 
proper course—the course our coun- 
tries should be following. today.

.. Veal In Season: ; 


For the tender cuts of veal, 
which #e legs, loins and shoulders, 
the home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, ‘recommend 
cooking at a low to moderate tem- 
perature in dry heat. A moderate 
oven 325-350 deg. F. should be 
used for the entire cooking period. 
Since veal is a dry meat with 
really little fat, it is recommerided 
that the top of the roast be lightly 
spread with fat. Pork fat, either 
fresh or smoked is excellent for 
the purpose as it gives a very nice 
flavour to the meat. It will also 
mean that more gravy of good 
colour can be made. Rolled or 


flat roasts are placed on a rack and. 


rolled ones are turned every half 
hour. All veal roasts should be 
basted occasionally. For well-done 
veal, roast 
minutes per pound in a moderate 
oven 325-350 deg. F., which you 
will notice is longer than the time 
allowed for either beef or lamb. 

Less tender cuts like breast, 
flank, neck or stewing veal require 
long, slow cooking in moist heat, 
this means cither braising or stew- 
ing. When those cuts are ground 
they may lL pan-fried or made into 
an oven-cooked. meat loaf just like 
any. other mincec meat. In brais- 
ing, the meat is seasoned, then 
browned in a small amount of fat 
in a heavy pan. The meat may be 
floured before browning if desired. 
The liquia, which may be water, 
meat stock, milk, water from cook- 
ed vegetables, tomatoes or tomato 
juice, is added, the pan covered 
and the cooking done either on top 
of the stove over very low heat or 
io. a slow oven, 325 deg. F, until 
meat is tender. Raw vegetables 
are sometimes cooked along with 
meat. The liquid in the pan serves 
as the base for the gravy.

@ Kings 25:1-12; Jeremiah 37

The oceans 
once kept us comparatively isolated 
and we used our isolation so well 
that, instead of having our borders 
bristling with guns, as in-Europe, we 
established and have kept the peace 
along an unfortified border of over 
3000 miles between Canada and the 
United States. 

Despite the peaceful attitude and 
achievement of our two North 
American countries, we have within 
this 20th century been involved in 
wars that were -not of our own 
making. We know that we are not, 
and cannot be, isolated.

What, then, should be our course? 
We can learn from the lesson of 
Israel and the fall of the Kingdom 
of Judah. 

Whatever. safety there was for 
that kingdom lay in the preservation 
of her own integrity, and in honest 
dealing with neighboring nations. 

It was this that prophets like Jere- 
miah proclaimed as the only right 
course, But neither King nor people 
would listen. They turned their own 
life intg corruption. 

If we would heed the lesson of 
Israel, we would correct the evils in 
our internal life. Nothing would 
make us stronger for the inevitable 
part that we shall have to play in 
world affairs.

"TL tried to write this column yes- 
terday but it simply couldn't be 
done—two days of almost contin- 
uous rain just about 


sun is shining and I feel much 
better—at least I do as long as I 
stay indoors. A little while ago 1 
went to feed the ehickens and in 


«managed to keep away from that, , 
mainly, I think; by not feeding the 
chicks too heavily at any time, In 
fact we have revolutionized our 
chick feeding methods altogether 
this year. : 

The price of commercial feed, 
as every poultryman knows, is en- 


-tirely out of proportion to what 


we get for chickens and eggs. So, 
instead of giving the chicks high 
cost feed we give them one feed 
a day of growing mash, after that 
the troughs are filled up with a 
mixture of rolled wheat and oats— 
‘from our own grain of course—at 
night they are fed straight wheat.t 
That has been their menu since 
they were four or five weeks old. 
Up to.tha time they were fed com- 
mertial_ chick starter. Oh, but I 
forgot one important item—they 
get all the sour skim milk they 
will drink—and that is plenty! 
We pour it into the troughs— 
wooden troughs—along with the 
rolled grain. What will be the 
final outcome I don’t know, I 
epect the chicks will mature more 
slowly—perhaps the pullets won't 
lay as early nor the cockerels de- 
velop as fast, but at least they 
won't have eaten up all our profit 
in feed. 


Then there are the calves. One 
of the little rascals went out last 
week but there are still six: running 
around—and lively little acrobats 
One morning Partner 
suggested that I run four of them 
back to the pen where they belong 
and tie them up. Looking at them 
somewhat dubiously I thought | 
had better tackle the smallest one 
first. The first thing was to catch 
it as jt gallivanted in and out 
among the cows and heifers. Then 
| caught hold of its collar — they 
all have straps around their netks 
like dog-collars so there is always 
something to hang on to. Immed- 
iately this little red fellow felt 
my hand omhis collar he got con- 
trary, The more I pulled the more 
he pul'cd—only in the opposite di- 
rection.

Members gave their fovorite re- 
cipes, paying 10c to have them 
placed in the cook book.: 


700 copies of the book were 
given to the Institutes to sell. 
They sold rapidly and all money 
($2,900.00) was turned in to the 
Central. Fund. 


- On publishing the second edi- 
tion, it was decided to share the 
profits with individual Women’s 
Institutes, the county organization 
to act as distributor, and local 
branches, by selling books, to get 
a small profit for their own branch. 

When thes. books are all sold, 
the Carleton County Institutes 
will have Sufficient money to aug- 
ment their funds, so that they can 
give a $100.00 yearly scholarship, 
to the child of a veteran of Carle- 
ton County. The money may be 
used to further their education, 
or to take training for any occupa- 
tion. They must have completed 
Grade IX and be 17 years of age, 


furnishing certificates of health 
and character. They are recom- 
mended by the local W.]. A 
Women’s’ Institute Committee

Cover Burns 


First-aid treatment of burns con- 
sists in covering the affected area 
and keeping it covered until compe- 
tent medical attention is obtained. 
Burns are sterile when sustained, but 
they may become infected by careless 
handling immediately afterwards. 

Do not attempt to alleviate pain by 
applying an ointment. Only sterilized 
dressings, such as a doctor will ap- 
ply, should be used, and first-aiders 
are urged not to remove clothing or 
expose the burned surface mean- 
while.

Shipping Losses on Great Lakes 
Sharply Reduced in Recent Years 


Memory which sometimes finds 
expression on this page goes back 
to earlier years when shipping ac- 
cidents and disasters on the Great 
Lakes were much more common 
than in recent years. A generation 
ago the young reporter in any town 
along the Great Lakes kept con- 
stant watch over the shipping offi- 
ces and other offices of like char- 
acter, fully conscious of what was 
likely and, in all too many instances 
did come. 

The fall seasons especially were 
known for the accidents that were 
due to the stress of weather, says 
the Port Arthur News-Chronical. 
Exposed points on the Great Lakes 
were the scene of many accidents 
when ships, seeking shelter in their 


lee failed to find it and, instead 
were driven on the rocks. 
On all the lakes there wads no 


place more productive of accidents 
than Whitefish Point, where Lake 
Superior narrows into channels that 
farther down become St. Mafy’s 
River. The steamer routes con- 
verge there and it is also a place 
where fogs are frequent and col- 
lisions were many. A picture of 
the bottom of Whitefish Point 
would show it strewn with the 
hulls of sunken steamers, some 
probably on top of others. 
Keweenaw Foint tock, its toll as 
ships sought protection that also 
could be had when once it was 
rounded. The passage between Isle 
Royale and the mainland to the 
north, used by all ships in and out 
of Port Arthur and Fort William, 


* was, and, as the most recent disas- 
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ter proves, still is a danger spot. It 
was always easy for a vessel to get 
off course in that vicinity. Explan- 
ation more common in former days 
than at present was magnetic dis- 
turbances which were claimed to 
affect compasses. Whatever the 
explanation, there have been many 
bad accidents thereabouts. 


Another location that seems to 
have taken high toll is some miles 
to the south of Port Coldwell, about 
on @ line between Thunder Bay and 
Michipicoten. A few years ago it 
was learned that there are bad 
shoals in that area and certain find- 
ings since indicate that they hold 
the explanation of a number of 
cases of complete disappearance, 
like that of the Bannockburn which 
sailed cut of Port Arthur and was 
never again heard of, or the mine 
sweepers which sailed from Fort 
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William with their French crews 
during the First Great War and of 
which there has since been no word 
or trace. 

More recent yeas have seen a 
marked diminution in the number 
of accidents. There are several -rea- 
sons. Probaby .the most important 
one is the great improvement, m 
aids to navigation, telephones, range 
finders and weather reports. It is 
also a fact that vessel captains are 
more cautious than formerly, ¢€s- 
pecially as regards the weather. In 
earlier days no skipper yould ad- 
mit that he feared any weather and 
it was considered a lasting disgtace 
to take shelter or refuse to go out 
in a gale. That idea cost good money 
and still more valuable Hyes. Ship 
owners discouraged it. 

Today the vessel captain is ex- 
pected to put safety first. For that 
reason Port Arthur peqple can fre- 
quently see Thunder Bay spotted 
with ships carrying ore from Two 
Harbors or Duluth that have put in 
here for shelter, instead of contin- 
uing down the lake in the face of 
gales. 

Also there are better’ ships. The 
salety provisions are a governmen- 
tal must and inspections are severe. 
All have been worth while in savitg 
of liff and property. Accidents have 
not been’ entirely eliminated but 
they have been sharply reduced.

Train of Tomorrow 


Like Hotel on Wheels 


One very definite advance in 
transportation is now making a per- 
sonal-appearance tour of thirty key 
cities in’ the United States. This is, 
General Motors’ “train of tomorrow,” 
a sort of rolling hotel. 


. Drawn by one of the compora- 
tion’s Diesel locomotives, this train_ 


‘makes so much use of space and 


glass,.as well as change of. level 
within the cars themselves, as to 
resemble yery little one’s idea of 
even the most luxurious current rail-+ 
road equipment. New suspension, 
almost doubling the transverse space,
